We lost three fighters the pilot 
of one being rescued—ana all our 
Blenheim bombers returned safely. 

Since the RAF began their inten- 
sive sweeps over France on June 16| 

they have destroyed 154 enemy | 
fighters and one seaplane. Their 
own losses have been 48 fighters 
and six bombers, with seven pilots 
safe. 

In addition, night bombing of 
Germany continues non-stop. 

During Friday night their main 
target was the port of Bremen.

As soon as the Nazis reached 
Paris, Demoneff was sum- 
moned to the Gestapo. While 
he waited to be called before a 
Nazi official, he looked around 
the waiting-room anxiously, 
wondering why he and so 
many of his compatriots had 
been summoned. 

But Demoneff was quickly 
reassured. The Gestapo did 
not want to jail him or to 
expel him. as he had feared 
He was asked to report to 


his unit at headquarters in 
Vienna. It took some time 
until the ex-general realised 


the purpose of this order. 


DIGNITY 
Their Chief Asset 


ODAY Demoneff 
is once more in 
uniform. It is 

not the picturesque uniform of 
a Tsarist general of the last 
war, but the outfit of a captain 
in the Ukrainian legion which 
Hitler has organised, equipped 
and trained in many parts of 
Germany. 

It is the strangest Fifth 
Column in history. Hundreds 
of Tsarist ex-officers are in 
charge, men who look back on 
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25 years of similar personal 
history like Demoneff. Once 
they were in the ranks of 
dukes, princes, generals, cour- 
tiers at the Tsarist court. 

They had fled from Russia, 
settled in Paris or Berlin, and 
could not adapt themselves to 
a workaday world. 

All they brought with them 
into exile were tender-skinned 
hands which had never done any 
work, a dignified appearance, a 
few jewels which they quickly sold. 
Soon they had to take on odd jobs 
in order to support themselves 
and their families. 

But privately they lived in a 
world of make-believe. called each 
other by their old and obsolete 
titles, observed a ridiculous eti- 
quette. sang and drank to the old 
days and dreamed of a miracle 
which would recapture it for 
them. 

Their only hope was that some- 
one—anyone—might help them to 
get back their wealth and their 
leisure and once more give them 
power over the common people. 

You may have seen these odd 
figures in Hollywood films. Until 
I met some of them 1 could not 
believe that they really existed. 
Today they hope that the miracle 
they dreamed of will come to pass. 

The men commanded by these 
officers are also a strange lot. 
Some of them are Ukrainians who 
have been deliberately lured to 
Germany to reinforce this Fifth 
Column, Others are Baltic Ger- 
mans whom Hitler ordered to 
return to the Reich when he aban- 
doned their home countries to the 
Russians last year. Among them 
are Slovakians whom their Nazi- 
fied Government has pressed into 
the Ukrainian legion. 


PUPPET 


Ruler of Ukraine 


UT there are also 
thousands of 
Polish prisoners 
of war who fell into Nazi hands 
during the German-Polish war 
in 1939. Every Polish prisoner 
who has Ukrainian blood in his 
veins and was prepared to 
enlist in the Ukrainian exile 
army was freed. It is not sur- 
prising than many Poles who 
fought Hitler like the devil pre- 
ferred this chance to the 
horror of a Nazi prison camp. 
It remains to be seen whether 
they will now really fight for 
Hitler. as willingly as their 
supreme leader. a tall. square- 
boned. bull-strong Russian who is 
ready to take the stage as yet 
another of Hitler’s Quisling rulers. 
He is nearly 70 years old. a Tsarist 
general named Pawel Scoropadsky.

He will 
make no guess as to the outcome 
of the present German offensive 
on a front of more than 1,200 
miles. 

But this much is certain: Every 
German plane that the Russians 
bring down, every tai k they smash 
and every Nazi they kill, is one less 
for us to deal with. 

Sooner or later, the people of

And, if our triends in America 
could but see it, he has presented 
the United States with the perfect 
opportunity for decisive and open 
intervention.

Few of us grudge the big money 
that is sometimes earned by 
actual fishermen—the hardy fel- 
lows who man the trawlers and 
the drifters that put out to sea 
in all weathers and defy German 
mines and U-boats and bombers 
just as they have always defied 
the storms. But they are not 
getting the big end of the purse. 

If the price of fish be greatly 
increased at the port, then every 
wholesaler and middleman has to 
clap on his profits accordingly, 
and by the time the retailer has 
taken his final whack, the fish is 
too dear for the poor to buy. As. 
indeed, it has been 

Lord Woolton gave the indus- 
try a chance to put its own affairs 
in order. It did not take that 
chance, and now the price of fish 
is to be controlled. One only 
hopes that it will not disappear 
from the shops like so many 
other controlled-price goods have 


done.

HE MINISTER OF FOOD, 
you must understand, can 
control prices, but he cannot hope 
to control the thoughtless or 
selfish folk who encourage the pro- 
fiteer by their willingness to deal 
with him in “ the black markets.” 

If there were no buyers for any 
article sold above the controlled 
price, the profiteering seller would 
be driven out of business and this 
is something that matters seriously 
to you and to me. 

Your correspondent takes a 
more hopeful view of Lord Wool- 
ton’s new scheme than of any pre- 
vious effort in this direction. First 
of all, prices will be cut by one- 
third from the end of this month 
and, secondly, fish will be carried 
at a flat rate to all parts of the 
country. 

This flat rate idea is definitely a 
good one and might very well be 
extended to other perishable food- 
stuffs. The Government is arrang- 
ing with the railways for them to 
carry fish by weight at a fixed 
charge equal for all parts of the 
country and this should do much 
to prevent gluts in one district and 
shortages in another. 

Furthermore, the new price con- 
trol will operate at all stages from 
the landing to the sale in the 
retail shop and everybody engaged 
in the trade from the port buyer 
downwards will have to be 
licensed.
